Preserving Leaves in Specimen 
Book 
The common method of preserving 
lpaves by pressing them with a flatiron 
rubbed on beeswax may be improved in 
the following way: Paint the underside 
of each leaf with linseed oil and iron it 
immediately; then paint and iron the up­ 
per side in the same way. This treatment 
gives the leaves sufficient gloss and keeps 
them pliable. It is not necessary to press 
and dry the leaves beforehand, although 
this may be done if desired. The tints 
of the leaves can even be preserved by 
painting the upper side with the oil and 
placing them, without ironing, between 
newspapers and under weights to dry.
